An Ohio Mob Lynches Its Man Af-
ter a Battle With Militia.

CULPRIT BEATEN AND HANGED.

Citizens of Urbana Killed and Wounded
by Guardsmen Trying ¢$o Protect
a Colored Man Who Had Assaulted
One of the Most Estimable Women
in the Clty=An All-Night Struggle.

Ursaxa, Ohio (Special).—Charles Mitch-
all, colored, who recantly made a criminal
assault upon Mrs. T. M. G. Gaumer, and
had been sentenced to twenty years' im-
prisonment, was taken from the jail at 7.20
o'clock Friday morning by %a mob and
hanged to the nearest tree. The jail had
heen defended through the night by ths
local militia company, who fired on the
mob at 2.30 o’clock a. m., killing two men
and wounding eight others.

Just before the shooting occurred acrowd |
of a thousand people stood congregated
around the jail. It seemed certain that an
attempt would be made to take Mitchell
from the jail and hang him. The ecrowd |
was more boisterous than at any time sinee |
the prisoner had been confined. There were |
shouts and howls for the culprit. The mob
had erowded into the jail yard and was '
pushing toward the jail.

Captain George W. Leonard, in command
of the militia, addressed the crowd and
gave them three minutes to disperse. There
was a general rush from the jail yard, but
the erowd soon returned.

When the shooting oceurred an attempt
was being made by the mob to enter tho
jail from the rear. The militin were in the

all on the second floor and standing at
the {window. A man named Baker, of
West Liberty, and another man, had sledge
hammers in their hands and had broken
the glass in the door leading to the hall
from which the jail is enterad.

Suddenly the militia opened fire without
warning and Baker feM back, erying, “I
am shot.” Volley after volloy was fired,
until as many as twenty rounds had been
discharged into the crowd. There wasa
goneral panie, and the dead and wounded
were sarried in every direction in search of
doctors’ ofces. After the smoke had
cleared away and the victims had been
identifled, the fatalities were found to be
as follows:

Eilled—Harvey Bell, shot through the
head; Upton Baker, shot through the
body. Wonnded—Dr. Charles Thompson,
North Lewisburg, shot inthe head; West
Bowen, of Cable, shot in the ht%; Ray
Dickerson, shot in the shoulder; Dennis
Graney, shot in the leg below the knee;
Zack Wank, shot in the arm; Sherman 8.
Deaton, shot in the bip; Ray McClure, shot
in the arm; Ralph MecComb, shot in the

arm.

The Springfleld troops arrived as rein-
fomemegta at 7.10, and immediately
marched toward the Court House. An-
gry citizens who were incensed over thek
killing of their fellow-townsmen by the
looal militia at 2.30 a, m., were only further
irritated by the ap ce of more troops.

Crowds gathered on the streets and

ed the soldiers, who are colored men,
with hootings and all sorts of insulting
remarks. ext mud balls were thrown at
them. The fever of exeitement raged more
and more flercely. Women appeared on
the streets in large numbers, and their
presence seemed to be an incentive to the
mob to avenge in some manner the outrage
to Mrs. Gaumer.

In the jail yard the Springfield men, who
pumbered thirty-six, and were under Cap-
tain Bradbury, found 2000 people. Mayor
Ganson assured the militia that their ser-
vices were not wanted; that the people
were law-abiding and would assist him in
preserving order; that the company could
leave the court house yard, and when their
services were needed he would send for
them, The Springfleld compang. without
waiting for further orders, marched down
street to the depot without so much as the
Sheriff seeing them.

The local military company had previ-
ously refused to serve longer, and went to
the second story of the Sherifl’s residence
to attempt to sieep.

With no resistance offered, the crowd at
once made a rush for the side door. Two
strong and determined men kicked it down
in short order and gained admission to the
jail, the crowd following. There were
plenty of sledge hammers, chisels aund
other tools among the crowd and the men
went to work.

Part of the crowd had previously forced
themselves upstairs into the private apart-
ments of the sheriff, and found the keys to
the jail, which had been hidden. The crowd
did not wait tounlock the door to Mitchell's
cell, but burst the lock with a sledge ham-
mer, and the door soon flew open.

Mitchell was standing in his cell. He of-
fered no resistance, and did not utter
word. Some one in the crowd had a rope.
It was piaced over the neck of the vietim
and the crowd made for the door, Mitchell
following at the end.

In going down thesteps on the outside of
the jail Mitehell fell down and the rope
slipped off his neck. The crowd surrounded
him, and he was kicked, beaten andjalmost
killed. The rope wasquickly slipped over
his head again, and a rush was made for a
tree in the southwestern corner of the
yard, in front of the Court House. The end
was thrown over a strong limb, and will-
ing hands pulled him up. The end was tied
tothe iron fence, and Mitchell was left
hanging there in full view of several thou-

sand le.

publisher of the Urbana Democrat. He
was arraigned, but his victim was too ill to
appear in court. The man wastaken to her
home for identification. As he entered the
door she raised herself on her elbow and
excleimed, “The brutel Hang him! How
dare you face me, you brute?” That night
the jail was surrounded by a threat-
ening mob . that was held back by
the Sheriff's posse and the local
company of the Ohio National Guard.
The Grand Jury was impaneled next
day and Mitchell was indicted for eriminal
assault. Then the crowd was thrown off
the trail by bringing Mitchell into court in
a soldier’s uniform. Mitchell was scared,
pleading guilty, and was sentenced to the
limit of twenty years, The trial lasted
only a few moments, and Mitchell wanted
to get to the penitentiary at Columbus
quickly, but when the car-lage drove up to
the jail the erowd rushed ip, t ying to
lvnch him. Another erowd surroun ed the
depot. The Sheriff remained fortifled in
jail with his prisoner, while the militia
patrolled the ground.

DEATH SNITES TALLY-HO

A Train Crashes Into a Coach Filled
with Pleasure Seekers.

MANY HURLED TO DESTRUCTION.

A Bix-Horge Tally-Ho Loaded Inalde and
on Top, Was Crossing the Long Island
Rallrozd Tracks Near Valley Stream,
L. I.~Coach Cut in Pleces—Bell Signal
Gave no Note of Warning to Victims.

BrookLy¥, N. Y. (Special).—A tragedy to
chill the blood oecurred Monday afternoon,
when a tally-ho coach filled with merry-
makers was struck by a Long Island Rail-
road train at a grade crossing aear Valley
Stream. Tour people were killed outright
and another died soon after. BSeventeen
others were injured. Only two persons es-
caped injury in a party of tweniy-three.

From evidencs of witnesses ar.d the state-
ment of the Coror-r, the responsibility for
its horeor apparently rests upoa the Long

Island Railroad Company in its strange
neglect in allowing the gong at the crossing
to get out of order., The failure ol this sys-
tem of warning at the crossing was com-
plete, according to the testimony of many
witnesses.

The dead, the dying and the injured
were co-workers in the Greene Avenne
Baptist Churech, in Brooklyn, and all lived
in the city. The dead are: Dora Burtsch,
twenty years old, killed instantly, her
neck being broken and a large splinter of
shattered woodwork having penetrated
the skull; Willlam Gilehrist Jr.,
twenty-one vyears old, killed outright;

Winslow W. Lewis, nineteen years old,
killad instantly, his skull being erushed;
George F. Pashley, twenty years old, kﬂle&
{nstantly, his skull having been ecrushed;
Lester W. Roberts, twenty-three years old,
killed Instantly, his body being dismem-
bered. Those fatally injured are: Lawrence
A. Barnes, Jr., skull fragtured; Clara SBtew-
urt, skull fractured, left arm broken and
head badly cut; Walter W, Wellbrock,
twenty-two years old on the day he wis
hurt, both legs broken and on¢ arm broken,

The accident happened at Valley Stream,

ust about iifteen miles from Brooklyn. The
ontauk Division of the Long Is!land Rail-
road runs through Valley Str:am, and the
Mineola and Valley Stream bianch leaves
that line there and shoots off to the north
toward Hempstead. For about three miles
after it leaves the Valley Stream station
it runs through a wood. A quar-
ter of a mile from thestation of the Merrick
road, which is the chiet bicyele road on
Long Island, crosses the sirgle track at
grade. On three corners of : crossing
the wood is thick, and it is no: possible for
persons traveling along the road, either in
vehicles or on foot, to see a train coming;
nor is it possible for the engineer or persons
on & train to see anything of the road
untll the train is right upon it. Though
thousands of persons cross the track at that
point every day, the railroad company
maintains no flagman there, and the onl:
1 to warn the people {sa bell on an old-
fashioned *“Look out for the locomotive'
sign post, which sometimes rings and which
sometimes does not, and which, it is assert-
ed positively, did not ring on the dayof the
accident.

When the edge of a e to the east
was nearly reached little Harry Lewis, a
small boy to the left of the driver, looked
ahead and saws man frantie waving
his hands from the top of a furniture van
that had crossed the railroad amoment be-
fore. The shout ecould have hardly reached
them before the small boy from his vantage
seat caught sight of the oncoming train
from the north and eried to the driver:

“Look out for that train! Turn quick!"

But the driver had no time to turn. If
he had turned the coach would have reeled
across the track. Instead, he threw a lash
on the horses and they leaped In the air
with the great lumbe:Lg coach behind.

The sufferings of the wounded were tor-
rible to witness. One poor fellow asked fo
be put out of his migery at once.” At least
‘00 people were' gathered at the scene in
less than ten minutes. The sight of the
dead and the moans of the wounded would
have been enough to soften the heart of &
stone, but yet heartless ruffians were there
who robbed the dead before the very eyes
of a big crowd of witnesses.

DECORATION DAY.

Parades and Memorial Services in Honor
of the Dead Heroes.

Memorial Day was generally observed in
Washington. The Senate adjourned over
for the day and the House held only a
fifteen-minute session. All the depart-
ments and the business houses were closed
and the day was givenup to patriotic ob-
servance and tributes to the herole dead.
The bronze statues of the Nation’s heroes
on land and sea in the Government reserva-
tions and parks were shrouded in the flags
under which they fought. The most im-
posing ceremonies were held in the na-
tional eemetery, at Arlington. The exer-
cises there were made particularly memor-
able b7 the presenee of President McKinley.
F.xercises were subsequently held at the
Amphitheatre, Among the distinguished
guests onthe stage besides the President
wera Vice-President Hobart, Secretary of
State Sherman, Senator Allison and the
delegates to the International Postal Union.
Services were also condueted in the Bol-
diers’ Home Cemetery, at the tomb of Gen-
eral John A. Logan, and inthe Congres-
sional, St. Elizabeth’s, Oak Hill, Holy
Hood and all of the other cemeteries in
and about Washington, where the Union
dead found resting places.

Battle Monument, at West Point, wds
dedicated on Memorial Day aad passed in-
to the hands of the Federal Government.
The splendid shaft was erected in memory
of the officers and men of the regular
army who fell in the Ilate war,
The 2eremonies ineident to the dedica-
tion were held in a temporary amphithea-
tre of light timbers and bunting, in the
form of a semi-cireld and n all around.
Associate Justice David J. Brewer, of the
Supreme Court of tha Urited States, was
the orator of the day, The monument
was presented to the army by DBriga-
dier-General John M. Wilson and was
received by Lieutenant-General John
M. Schofleld. retired, on behall of the army,
who in turu presented it tothe general
Government. Russell A. Alger, General
and Secretary of War, received the shaft
for the Government, and after his speech a
National salute was flred and the band
played “The Star Spangled Banner."”

The Memorial Day of the war veterans
began in New York City with the parade of
the Grand Army posts and ended with the
exercises in the Metropolitan Opera House,
In the interval between these events 10,000
persons gathered at Grant’s tomb to wit-
ness the ceremonies there, under the
ausplces of U. B. Grant Post of
Brookiyn. The procession was the shortest
New York City has ever witnessed in honor
of Memorial Day since the great rite was
established. The Memorial Day exercises
held at the Metropolitan Opera House in
the evening were largely attended. They
consisted of voeal and instrumental musie,
a short address by Mayor Btrm, who pre-
itdag, and an oration by General George B,

oud.

Business was suspended almost entirely
in Brooklyn. There was an immense out-
pouring of people to the parks and various
suburban resorts and to the vantage points
from which to vlew the parade, which, as
usual, was the special feature in the cele-
bration. With the exception of a ti-
ble thinning out in the ranks of the veter-
ans, the demonstration was the equal of
any ol its rs. Inaccordance with
a time-honored eustom, the column Wwas
formed along the streets converging on the
fountain in ford avenue at the east end
of the town.

The memorial structure on Boston Com-
mon, in honor of Colonel Robert Gould
Shaw and the colored’men of the Fifty-
fourth Massachusetts Regiment, who fell at
Fort Wagner, South Carolina, in 1863, was
dedieated on Decoration DI-E Colonel
Bhaw enlisted in the Beventh {ment of
New York City in 1861, and it too! pat:in
the parade in Boston.

An irimense assembly joined in the cere-
monies of Decoration Day at the National
Cemet at Vicksburg, Miss. In accord-
ance with a eustom of years a delegation
of Confederate veterans took offerings of
flowers to the cemetery in the afternoon
and secattered them over the graves.

At Chattanoogs, Tenn.,
Union soldiers buried in the National Ceme-
tery were decorated with elaborate cere-
monies. Captain J . H. MacGowdn, of
Washington, delivered the oration. An im-
mense throng of people were present.
